CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  1,  Name-  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Rochester  Numismatic 
.association  Branch  to  the  American  Nxanismatic  Association. 

iATICLE  11.  Object » — The  object  of’  the  Association  sha^.1  be  to  bring  the 
Numismatists  of  this  section  into  a closer  union,  to  be  cemented  by  bonds  of 
goodfellowshipj  also  that  its  members  may  write  papers  and  give  talks  on  coins 
at  the  regular  meetings  and  do  everythirg  in  their  power  to  stimulate  the 
science  of  numismatics. 

ARTICLE  111.  Members hi £•  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy  and 
approved  by  members  of  the  Association,  after  a proper  ballot,  may  become  a 
member  by  paying  irto  the  Treasury  che  sum  of  $2.00  yecrly  in  advance,  payable 
first  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  which  wish  the  initiation  fee,  shall 
be  appropriated  to  deiray  the  expenses  of  the  Association,  and  no  member 
who  is  in  arrears  for  more  than  three  months  shall  be  permitted  the  rights  of 
membership  until  such  delinquencies  are  paid. 

iiRTICLE  IV.  Officers-  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee 
of  three  members  to  be  elected  as  tho  members  of  this  Association  shall 
determine. 

ARTICLE  V.  President-  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  this  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  appoint  all  committees, 
and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as  usually  appertain  to  the  presiding  officers 
of  assemblies. 

/AnCLE  VI.  Vice-President-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  President  to 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  during  such  absence,  to  perform 
the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE  VI 1.  Secretary-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  Association,  register  the  names  of  members, 
issue  all  notices  required,  and  to  do  such  correspondence  as  by  resolution 
may  be  ordered. 

ARTTCLE  Vlll.  Treasurer-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  an  account 
of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  end  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Executive  Comini ttee-It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  provide  a place  for  holding  the  meetings  of  the  Association  to  act  as  a 
committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  rules  for  the  Association. 

.^lICLEJi  Duration  in  Office-Each  of  the  officers  of  this  Association  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  meeting  in  January 
thereof.  If  any  member  shall  take  office  at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  fill 

tne  unexpired  term  of  any  officer,  he  shall  hold  that  office  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Ey??LE  X1y  Election  of  Officers-Tho  election  of  officers  of  this  Association 
shall  take  place  at  the  last  meeting  in  December  of  each  year.  The  officers 
so  elected  shall  take  their  respective  positions  at  the  first  meeting  in 
January  following. 


ARTICLE  XIII ♦ Amendment s - No  alteration,  either  by  addition  or  amendment  of 
the  constitution,  shall  be  made  without  previous  notice  of  one  meeting  when 
the  change  shall  be  indicated  by  resolationo  This  change  shall  come  as  a 
special  order  of  business  on  the  evening  designated  for  its  introduction  and 
be  then  considered -by  the  members  present,  who  shall  be  a quorum  of  the  entire 
active  membership  of  the  Association*,  A two-thirds  vote  in  the  affirmative 
being  necessary  to  adoption., 

ARTICLE  XIV,  Honorary  Members-  This  Associate  on*  by  a two-thirds  vote  at  any 
quorum  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  admit  persons  as  Honorary  Members,  who 
will  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Association  but  shall  not  be  amen- 
dable to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  for  a regular  or  active  member* 

ARTICLE  XV.  Quorum-  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  members, 

BY^LAT/S. 

'ARTICLE  I,  Meetings-  This  Association  shall  meet  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday 
of  every  month  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  shall  be  up  for  con- 
sideration, in  the  order  hereinafter  named, 

ARTICLE  II,  Dues-  All  members  except  honorary  members,  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
$2700  per  year  in  advance,  which,  with  the  initiation  fees,  shall  be  ap- 
propriated to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Association;  and  no  member  who  is 
in  arrears  for  more  than  one  full  quarter  shall  be  permitted  the  rights  of 
membership  until  such  delinquences  are  paid. 

Section  2,  Any  member  of  the  Association  upon  payment  of  Fifty  Dollars  may 
become  a Life  Member,  And  the  proceeds  from  such  fund  be  invested  in  se- 
curities considered  safe  for  estates  and  savings  banks® 

ARTICLE  III.  Expulsions-  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  confirm  to  the  Con- 
stitution, by-lav/s  and  regulations  of  this  Association  may,  by  a two-thirds 
vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but  no  vote  shall  be  taken  without 
one  woek!s  previous  notice  of  a resolution  for  such  expulsion,  “Jhen  such 
vote  is  taken,  the  member  under  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In 
the  event  of  such  member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear,  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  ho  may  be  expolled  by  a two— thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  2,  If  any  member  shall  recievo  coins  from  any  other  member  of  this 
Association  or  any  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  or  any  other 
person  , and  shall  keep  the  same  for  two  months  without  settlement,  unless 
specific  arrangements  are  made  with  the  owner  of  the  coins,  he  may  be  expelled 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  IV,  Amendments-  Those  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority,  vote  notice 
of  such  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  given  at  a previous  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V*  Special  Meetings-  A Special  meeting  of  the  Association  may  be 
ordered  by  the  President  upon  the  written  requested  of  five  or  more  members. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Voting-  All  voting  for  officers  or  members  shall  be  by  voice 
(or  ballot,  at  the  option  of  the  members)  the  majority  ruling, 

ARTICLE  VII,  Committees-  All  committees  ordered  by  a vote  of  the  Association 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President;  and  all  members  appointed  on  said  com- 
mittees must  act,  unless  excused  by  a vote  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Order  of  Business-  The  order  of  business  for  each  regular  meet- 
ing shall  be  as  follov/s;  unless  by  special  vote  or  constitutional  provision 
a change  shall  bo  made  in  this  order,  viz.:

This  interesjr  is  more 
than  a passing  one,  leading  the  association  to  make  the  said  museum 
the  residuary  legatee  ofcolleotions  worth  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

So  important  has  this  museum  become  among  numismatists  that  it  has  been 
made  the  official  depository  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  a 
distinction  that  it  has  enjoyed  for  more  than  10  years. 

The  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  has  made  frequent  studies  and 
inspections  of  this  municipal  Museum,  and  since  most  of  the  association's 
members  are  substantial  tax  payers,  the  progress  of  the  said  museum  has 
been  a matter  of  more  than  ordinary  concern.  At  this  juncture  our 
concern  is  drawn  particularly  to  the  pressing  need  of  the  municipal 
museum  for  a better  location  and  a modern  plant,  with  adequate  equip- 
ment.
